dreds of dollars on gambling tables. 


"Where were organized 
gangs of 


horse and cattle thieves, with head- 
quarters at Robar

dcra, Telon, Hill, Liberty, Cascade and 


. Glacier, had a sheriff and a few de- 
1 puties at Fort Benton, which was 
then the county seat.

"In 1884 there came drifting into 


Robar a parly of three men with a 
cavcy of mules they had stolen in 
Canada.
